THE SALT WAR IN EGYPT. 

Although at the beginning of the present 
year the abolition of the Salt Monopoly came 
into force, the Egyptian Government conceded 
to the Salt and Soda Company the right to sell 
its salt in the interior at P.T, 200 per ton in 
lieu of P.T. 500, as at the time of the mono- 
poly, and this for a period of twenty years. 
Previously, whilst the Government reserved 
the right in Egypt to manufacture salt for 
salein the country and contracted with an 
Egyptian syndicate, the total amount of salt 
consumed in Egypt, something like 75,000 
tons a year, was supplied by the Salt and 
Soda Company of Mex, Alexandria, Mr. 
Hooker, the director of the Government Salt 
Department, took over the management of 
the Salt and Soda Company, and with him 
went the old employés, 

It was soon recognised that the Port Said Salt 
Association would become a formidable com- 
petitor for the trade of the interior, This 
association, a description ofa visit to whose 
works we publish to-day,had already developed 
a large export trade not only with India but 
Northern Europe and America. The removal 
of the barrier to enter the home market 
naturally gave a greatimpetus to the industry 
at Port Said. An amalgamation of the Salt 
and Soda with the Port Said Salt Association, 
mooted by the former, was rejected by the 
shareholders of the latter, Thereat the Salt 
and Soda refused an amicable arrangement 
with its competitors, hoping to crush the 
opposition by an enormous reduction in price, 
and the struggle and cut-throat competition 
has been going on since the month of May. 

Although the Salt and Soda has the right 
tovend its salt at P.T. 200‘ per ton it Has 
chosen to sell it at P.T. 50 to P.T. 100 (accord- 
ing to districts), thus throwing away its profits 
and a part of its general expenses. The under- 
standing with the Egyptian Markets, a 
voluntary agreement between that corporation 
and the Port Said Salt Association, has enabled 
the latter to introduce its salt into all the 
markets in the interior without the heavy 
expenses of distribution entailed by the main- 
tenance of a large staff of agents. With the 
general expenses of the association reduced 
to @ minimum, and its small called-up capital, 
¢can maintain for a long period a col- 
petition which is bound seriously to react 
on. the older company. 

In the presence of this situation, which:can 
be of long duration, the general opinion is 
that the Salt and Soda Company must 
eventually came to an arrangement with the 
association, otherwise all the profits previously 
made on salt sales, which represent the most 
important portion of their gross piofits, will 
disappear. Moreover, in spite of all the profits 
that the Salt and Soda Company may be able 
to make in other branches of its business, the 
shareholders must inevitably discover that the 
board of directors have not the right to 
sacrifice such important profits as will accrue 
from an harmonious understanding with its 
young and vigorous competitor.

TWELVE LIVES LOST. 


(From ouR CORRESPONDENT.) 
Tahta, Friday. 

Ths whole village of Kom Elris, in the 
district of Tahta, has been destroyed by a 
hoge fire which broke out yesterday evening. 

A strong wind was blowing at the time, 
and this beginning at one end fanned the flames 
in all directions, the conflagration being helped 
by the maize stalks stored on the roofs of the 
doomed dwellings. 

It was a most awfal spectacle, the glare 
being visible at a great distance, and s0 
rapidly did the surge of flame envelop the 
village that the inhabitants had barely time to 
escape with their lives. 

At least twelve persona were burnt alive, 
besides numerous cattle and sheep.

WILL POKER BE PROHIBITED? 

Toe Cairo police ara waging as kean and 
determined a struggle against gambling as are 
the Alexandria police against immorality. 

‘he latest move of the policein the Capital 
is directed against the game of poker, and it 
is probable that a test case will be brought 
before the Mixed Courts in order that a legal 
decision may be obtained as to whether this 
popular game is a mischievous form of gambling 
or merely a permissible distraction. We believe 
that as the law stands at present poker is 
allowed. 

‘‘Al Mokattam” says that the po!ics encoun- 
ter great obstacles in their endeavours to 
completely suppress gambling n Egypt. Whene- 
ver they pounce down upon gamblers the 
latter always say that they are only having 
a game of poker, and as up to now that game 
does not ceme within the purview of the police, 
they are powerless to interfere. Ifthey can get 
the Courts to hold poker as an illicit game of 
chance itis thought that s great step forward 
in the abolition of gambling will have been 
made. : 

The present series of police campaigns is 
due toan accord that has been arrived at 
with some of the Consals. When the Capita- 
tions are abolished the powers ot the police 
will of course be far wider than they are at 
present, and it is expected that stern and 
repressive measures will be taken in many 
directions in order to raise the tons of morality 
all round.

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DOES IT EXIST ?

MUSTAPHA KAMEL'S LOGIC. 


The other week Mostapha Pasha Kamel 
was greeted ia London by a emall party as the 
leader of the Nationalist Party of Egypt and 
the would be emancipator of a down-trodden 
policy. ,We were not surprised at the effusive- 
ness with which he was welcomed by a certain 
few ot our fellow countrymen, as,anfortunate!y, 
Little Englanders are only too glad to sapport 
those who are trying to calumviate their 
Motber-Country, bat it is somewhat remarkable 
that our confrére should accept the title of 
leader of a party the existence of which he 
has denied. On two occasions in April of this 
year Mustapha Pasha Kamel lamented the 
non-existence of a Nationalist party. In the 
issue of “Al-Lewa” of the 9th of that month 
he wrote. :— 

“Local Egyptians should consider the advis- 
ability of forming an independent patriotic 
political party to plead for the country’s cause 
and to prepare public opinion in soch a way as 
to make it a living force before which the 
Government would sabmit. This is the only 
way to form a representative body. So long 
as we remain a nation of different projects 
we will never succeed, though we ory day and 
night for a representative body. Governments 
never delegate their powars to the people un'ess 
they know that they will greatly soffer by 
defying public opinion. Let us prove by 
deeds and not by words that we are alive and 
that to disobey our wishes is an unpardonable 
offence.” 

Three days later, referring to the formation 
of the Heliopolis Oasis Company, our contem- 
porary remarked ; — 

“The Government does all things contrary 
to the interests of the nation, ignoring the 
fact that the land belongs to the nation and 
that it (the Government) is only an adminis- 
trator. Had the Egyptians a political party 
in their sarvice, that party would have raised 
its voice in every quarter of the world against 
these measures and would have proved the 
necessity of forming a Constitation, and that to 
leave the fate of the couatry to a few Boglishmen 
is to throw it to the bottom of an abyss, where 
the light of life and liberty canuot reach it.” 

Io England Mustapha Pasha Kamel mas- 
querades as the leader of a jarge party, and in 
Egypt he bemoans the fact that he has no 
party to lead. Some may, indeed do, believe 
him when he talks of a suppressed people whose 
interests are altogether disregarded by their 
Government, and there is, no doubt, » leaven in 
Ezypt which is prepared to vociferate as loudly 
as himself, should occasion offer. Facts, how- 
ever, are as equally patent to ths Egyptians as 
to ourselves, and so the Pasha is unable to 
obtain any us3fal support. The prosperity 
which has arisen in this conntry is so self- 
evident that itis quite nataral that Mustapha 
Pasha should not succeed in raising a perty 
for the reversal ot the country’s political 
statas, Wedqaite agree with him in his con- 
fession of the non existence of sach a party, 
though where he laments we rejoice, in the 
interests of the people,

PURIFICATION OF ALEXANDRIA. 


To tHe Eprror or THe “Kayerran Gazerte.” 


Sir, —A short tims ago a remarkable letter 
appeared in the “Egyptian Gsz tte” from the 
Rav. Peter Rudolph on the subject of the 
Alexandria City Police’s present crasade 
against immorality in this city. Io that letter 
the weiter stated that “Miralai Hopkinson 
Bey has been most successfal in his campaign 
against fast women, and his endeavours to 
raise the mral tone of Alexandria shoald be 
seconded by all the public-spirited members 
of the population.” Mr. Radolph also says 
that he and Miralai Hopkinson Bey were the 
only members of the International Association 
“who had any practical experience of how to 
save girls from a vicious life.” I do not wish 
to contest, in any degree, the trath of these 
tributes to Miralai Hopkinson Bey’s noble 
attempts to improve the standard of morality 
in Alexandria, and I would ba the last to 
throw cold water on the crosade against the 
Demon of Impurity which he is leading in the 
best interests of this great city. At the same 
time I shoald like to observe that however 
great may be the experience of the Comman- 
dant of Police in this work, it woald be advis- 
able that his lieatenants should exercise a 
little discretion.Of course their puritanical zeal 
may be very ardent, but it should be tempered 
with some discretion, as is shown by an incident 
of which [ was an observer. A fow nights ago 
I was eojoying the fresh air of the early 
evening at an open-air café not far from the 
Windsor Hotel. [t was aboot 10 o'clock and 
near me, seated in a chair, was a quietly- 
dressed young woman evidently belonging to 
the café. She was in fact, I believe, some rela- 
tion of the proprietor. She was soberly dressed 
and showed no signs of being in any degree 
fast. The place was railed off from the public 
thoroughfare as is;usaal. A policaman, evident- 
ly belonging to the Morality Department, 
entered and, going straight up to the lady, 
asked her several questions in Arabic. From 
what I anderstood he asked her where she came 
from, etc. The scene was noticed by several 
people who happened to be present, and we all 
sympathised with the very awkward position 
in which the young woman was placed, I should 
like to know if the puritanical vigilance of the 
police includes avary person of the female 
gender who happens to be out in the evening 
(even in anenclosed area such as acafé) as being 
ipso facto suspicious. However muchI may 
approve of the high ideals of social parity at 
which the Alexandria Police aim, I can hardly 
bring himself to believe that Miralai H »pkinson 
Bey can countenance such excessively zealous 
methods. Why should a policeman dare to 
questioa a young woman whose conduct was 
propriety itself and who was moreover not in a 
public thoroughfare? If sach a system is coun- 
tenanced by the police authorities it will only 
serve to irritate the public who might otherwise 
have been only toa glai to lend their support 
to Miralai Hopkinson Bey’s stroggle with 
sexoal impurity,—] am, ete.,

WEIRD RITES AT THE BRITISH 
MUSEUM. 


__— 


Of all the mysteries of the dim past from 
which the collections in the British Museum 
draw partially the veil, the greatest is that 
exhibited to the wondering in the first and 
second Egyptian rooms. Mummies of the dead 
who weré men and women, units of civilised 
peoples living in periods extending 10,000 
years back, lie there in glass cases for all to 
see who will. Like a good story, the collection 
starts with a surprise. The visitor, a trifle bored 
maybe, strolls in, but stops with a start at 
the sight of the pre-historic body lying curled 
up as though asleep in a shallow, oval grave of 
sandstone, with his household pottery and flint 
knives around him, He was buried thus on 
the banks of the Nile, in Upper Egypt, in 
remote ages, long before the reign of Menes, 
the first historical King.of Egypt. The red 
hair still clings to his skull. The shrunken 
flesh is on the bones still. The long, prehensile 
fingers hide the face and massive jaw. Ten 
thousand years ago he walked and talked with 
like passions, worries, and pleasures to those 
who gape at him. 


Consulting the Oracle. 


Further on are the later mummies, for the 
most part,those of priests and priestesses of 
high rank, the class "hose wisdom and magic 
was matched against the power of Moses in 
that most amazing contest of all time which 
is outlined in the Bible narrative of the seven 
plagues of Egypt. Wrapped up with the claim 
of the priesthood to magic art was the belief 
_ which gave rise to the practice of mummy- 
making. It taught that the soul would return at 
some future, date to inhabit the body, which 
must be preserved to receive it. Weird tales 
have been woven round these old mysteriarchs, 
and their power has been said to last after 
death, and to have been particularly exercised 
in relation to their buried bodies, the home 
they have left for a time. 

That this belief, or something akin to it, 
is not dead is shown by a story now current, 
Though the details are closely guarded, I have 
the facts froma reliable source. In a word, 
there is a mummy in the strictly scientific 
keeping of the British Museum officials that 
is asserted to be informed by the spirit of its 
original inhabitant, a beautiful priestess. It 
acts as an orac'e, but does not indulge in the

With such a reputation attaching to its 
inhabitants there is not much wonder that 
many people say prayers to these relics of a 
iong dead hierarchy, some of whom. are la- 
belled frankly as prophets of this god or that. 
Whether incongruous or not, itis not an un- 
common thing at the museum. 

The samples, to be seen in the third room, 
of various mummified fruits and grains which 
have been found in tombs and coffins recall 
an interesting belief that lasts in spite of all 
scientific proof of error, There are specimens 
of wheat in the cases—the mummy wheat, the 
seven-eared corn of Joseph, some of which is 
supposed to have been sown in a nineteenth 
century field, and borne fruit and multiplied 
in spite of its ages of burial. According to 
the best authorities this is impossible. The germ 
dies in order of nature in seven years, and the 
process of mummification cannot preserve. 
The wheat that grew can only have been mo- 
dern, and probably the confusion arose in this 
manner, Some forty years ago, when collectors 
and museums in Europe began to buy mum- 
mies, there was no material in which to pack 
them for safe transit. The tombs, however, 
were used as granaries, being so built as to be 
easily guarded, The problem was solved at 
last by using the material at hand. The mum-

A VISIT TO-THE SALINES. 


(From & SpectaL CorRESPONDENT). 


Tho marked contrast between the western 
side of the upper reaches of the harbour at 
Purt Said, where colliers constantly discharge 
their freight of black coal, with the opposite 
shore, where bargos are loading cargoes of 
glistening, snow-like crystals of salt, is the first 
point one notes 01 visiting the Salines, the not 
inappropriate name given to the Salt Works. 
'Those.who ara only acquainted with Port Said 
as a shipping centre or merely know it as the 
largest cosling station in the world may be 
surprised to learn that within the last few 
years a large and flourishing indostry bas 
developed in tha production of that indis- 
pensable and aniversally used articleof common 
consumption, salt. 

Although the art of the analytical chemist 
can demonstrate goldas a constituent of sea 
water,so infinitesimal is its proportions that no 
one has seriously suggested sea water as a 
possible gold mine. Not so the profitable 
aesuring of galt, its chief ingredient. Although 
there are atill existing in various parts of the 
earth deposits of this mineral, the chief as in 
all caces the u'timate supply from time imme- 
morial bas been taken from the sea. It is only, 
howaver, where the art of man has sided.natore 
that, for parposes of commerce, this.source bas 
been turned to profitab'e account, Perhaps 
there is no place where nataral facilities exist 
tor the production of salt in enormons quan- 
tities at a minimum of co:t, and where fuller 
advantage has been taken thereof, than Port 

‘Said, un‘qne also as it geographically is asa 
distribu .ing world-centre forsach acommodity. 

On the Zastern or Asiatio side of the harbour 
in 1899 a concession was obtained extending 
over a.periodof fifty ye srs. by which a large 
tract of sami-anbmerged desert sixteen square 
kilometres in area has become the present 
profitable property of the Port Suid Salt 

Association. 
Method of Loading. 

On stepping ashore at the landing-stege of 
the salings one notices two,barges being rapid- 
ly fi'led w:th a constant stream cf granulate 
salt. The method of loading is interesting, 
being simple.and labour-saving, in contradis- 
tinction to the primitive though more familiar 
way of landing coal at the port. A train load 
of ten, two-ton trnck: comes alongside. One by 
one these are tipped.over into an antomatic 
car atrangement resting on a T support with 
a reyolying iron wire endless rope swiftly 
carrying the fallicg salt with a swish onward 
to the barge. Qoly one Arab is required as a 
trimmer. One is not sorprised to hear that by 
this plant one thousand tons have been loaded 
in ten hours. 

Quall Catching. 

Boarding a locomotive, the mile between the 
landing-stage-and the works is. speedily oo- 
vered. In passing one is interested in what 

s to be a plantation of reeds to the 
right of the line. This turns ont to be an inge- 
niously devised series of native traps to catch 
wholésale the’ unwary and way-weary qusil 
atriving at this season of the year. Alighting 
from their voyage across the Mediterranean 
myriads of these migrants, being of a timorous 
natate, make for the firat cover, trusting to 
find # haven of refage, only toenter a prison, 
whence they eventaally arrive on the rich 
man’s table—a method of capture appealing 
neither to the sportsman nor the humane. 

Before leaving the railway itis worth netiog 
in order to get some adequate idea of the great 
extent of the works that the narrow-gauge 
light circular railway has a total length of 
twelve kilometres, the railway stock consisting 
of five engines, eighty large two-ton tracks, 
and an equal nomber of smaller carrying three- 
quarters of a ton. 


At Headquarters. 

Atriving at headquarters one is met hy 
the director, Mr. Giordano, to whose courteey 
I. am indebted for a most interesting hour 
spent in looking over tha works and much 
information of # practical character. The as-- 
sociation is singalarly fortanate in having 
snch an able; energetic, and «enthusiastic 
manager, who has himself plannet and deve- 
loped: the property to its preseat high state 
of efficiency. One cannot but be impressed 
with the excellent organizstioa and ecopomy 
which ensures the working of so large an 
undertaking by so small a ataff,—only three 
Europeans, the manager, an accountant, and 
an engineman. 


Work of Nature. 

Asa matter of fact, natare does the work, 
The sun and wind are the forces which win 
the salt from the sea, the former by evapora- 
and the latter as the motor power. On every 
side are hage pyramids of salt lying near 
the pans, the proteotive ontside covering 
varying in its tint according to the length 
of time they have stood. The line ranning 
right alongside these, the salt can be taken. 
either direct to the boats or to the central 
mills, there to undergo crushing or grinding 
according to the requirements of the par- 
chaser. 


The Process. 3 

The water is raised from the salt water lake 
by means of windmills into settling basins, 
thence into other basins, and then into the 
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psn, on the prinsiple of an. insliaad plane. 
The whole ares has mach ths appaaranca of a 
large irrigation fara, oaly in this casa the 
harvest is not oae of vegatab!es bat’ of salt. 
By effecsing ths condensstion ia two distinc! 
stages advantage is tak3n of tha faci tht the 
iasolable sabstanca, carborata of calciam, is 
crystallizid ont at foarteen dezrees of density. 
The bottom of ths first series of basins is 
covered with this sabstance, of no com a3rcial 
value, an imparity of salt whan ased for 
domastic purposes and of u3ze only in harden- 
inz tha gronni. Diriag oar visit sme of tha 
basing in which this by-prodast had accama- 
lated were baing clasrad,a proca3s n30333ary 
aboat onca in two years. Having reached a 
density of twaaty-five degrass in the bisins 
the water is ran throagha sluice-gate into a 
series of pans. Hare sodium chloride or common 
salt begins to be deposited ata density ot 
twanty-seven degrees. 

It is by eliminating the carb nate of calcinm 
in the preliminary stages of condensation, and 
ao taking practicsl advantage of a natoral law 
of crystalography, that evenotoally a product 
is obtained containing, according to analysis, 
ninety ss3ven per cent. of chloride of sodiam, 
pare common salt. 

When a pan possesses a deposit of fifteen 
centimes the side gates are opened and the 
eau-mére,or mother water, is let ont into.a canal 
or eff ient channal. The salt is then rakad into 
heaps, after afew day3 gathered into baskets 
and stocked in pyramids. Thera it lies for at 
least two years, no.salt being sold until it has 
thus stood in order to make it as dry as 
possible. 


The Qutput of Sait. 


During the summer, of course, the rate of 
evaporation is mach geeater than in winter. It 
has been possibje even to clear ong pan ina 
month. It is castumary, however, to make 
thres collections a year,each pan yielding in 
that time a barvast averaging 750 tons. In all 
there are 220 pans,.each 2,500 sqaare metres 
in extent. ‘he present outpat tots up to 
150,000 tons a year. At present there is in 
stock over 30J,000 tons. As only a tenth of 
th; total concession of sixteen sqaare kilome- 
tres has kaon developed up to ths present the 
outpat is capable of enormous increase. 

By the end of theyear a canal at present 
under construction from the lazaretto at Kilo- 
metre Four on the Saez Canal will be opened, 
making it possible for lighters to come right 
alongside the mill. ‘has by saving the loading 
to and from the tracks tha present low cost of 
transit will be still farther redaced. 

The contemplated iastallation ofa new plant 
for crashing and grinding, for which specifica- 
tions are already called for in England and 
Germany, will still farther increase the output 
for which the export trade has developed consi- 
derably of late, chiefly due to the large orders 
from Calcutta. 


Low Cost of Working. 


At presenta petroleum engine of 40 H. P., 
consuming only 80 kilos. of liquid fuel, ata 
cost-of 4s,-per-day,is evidence of the extremely 
low cost of working.A duplicate engine ensures 
the uninterrupted working of the mills, the 
constant cranching and crushing of the salt 
day and night making what Mr, Mantelini in 
“Nicholas Nicholby” terms “one dem’d horrid 
grind.” Although the export trade only really 
began three years ago it has already assumed 
large proportions. For the first eight months of 
the present year 40,000 tons have been export- 
ed. Another 10,000 tons areawaiting shipment 
to complete orders for September. 


Best Market for Salt. 


So far the largest export has been to Cal- 
cutta, the largest market in the world for 
salt. There the Port Said salt is quoted at 
the same figure per ton asthe mineral salt 
shipped from Liverpool. India still makes 
the importation of salt a source of revenae, 
consequently the price is comparatively high, 
in spite of the recent redactions in the salt 
tax ot the last budget. The salt, for the most 
part of the ground variety, is placed in 
bonded stores on arrival, the importer drawing 
supplies therefrom as necessary. 


Expanding Exports. 


Besides Calcatta there are many other 
markets in the Far East where the association 
has introdaced its prodacts. Considering that 
Norway is already a large importer ot the 
PortSaidSalt Association's salt and that North 
and South America demand enormous quan- 
tities of marine galt for fish caring and the 
preserving of hider, the exportation branch 
of the association’s business has a large and 
profitable field for futare working. 

Bat the pushing ahead with the development 
of the works is largely dae to the impetus 
given to the industry by the abolition of the 
galt monopoly in Egypt on the last day of last 
yaar. The cost of prodaction at Port Said baing 
so law, the staff reqnirei so small, and the faci 
lities of distributing so easy since an agreement 
was entered into with the Egyptian Markets 
that the prospects of a large home trade are 
daily increasing. 

The impression gained by a visit to the 
salines is that the association possesses a most 
valuable property, ably managed, ran on e@00- 
nomical business lines, capable of enormous 
expansion, with a large and increasing export 
trade saflicient in itself to guarantee the suc- 
cess merited by the enterprise of its controllers, 
whilst the throwing open of the home market 
justifies roseate hopes of its future.

CHICAGO’S ENORMOUS LOSSES.

July, 1905, and the loss in value is £88,000. 
In the first seven months of 1906 the exports 
were 28,788,778lb., showing a loss of almost 
15,090,000]b., or £234,400, over the corres- 
ponding period last year. The correspondent 
adds: It is not expected that the Government 
regulations as to the labelling of cans will be 
carried out until October.
